Hub Prather, with the 
midget jockey, Ted Waldo, in the stddle, won 
the event and the lad was given a tremendous 
reception when he was lifted off the horse by

Master Waldo weighs less than seventy-five 
pounds and is not yet in his teens. Jed has a 
good head and as far as his strength lasted he 
rated Hub Prather cleverly. The midget held 
his horse in third place during the first mile 
and a half and then he set sail for Holdup, and 
rounding into the stretch for the final sprint 
home, Jed and Hub Prather showed in front. 
The yonngster was Rbout exhausted, but he had 
strength and stamina enough left to bold on 
and cluck to his horse, and amid storming 
applause won the race by ebont a length. The 
time was 4:104, which was 414 seconds faster 
than Jack Bradley ran the distance a couple 
of weeks or so ago in the mnd. 

‘ Directly on top of Jed Waldo’s victory in the 
long distance race the youngster came out and 
with Mission, a 12 to 1 chance, won the mile for 
the two-year-olds. Mission waited on Mont 
Eagle to the stretch and then centered past 
him as though he was tied. Mission’s easy win 
and the fact that Creation in the same race fin- 
ished so far hick throws a reflection on the 
three-quarters of a mile rrce that the pair met j 
in Tuesday. Creation won that race easily with 
\ Mission second. 

There was much bumping, crowding, fouling 
and interfering in the opening three-quarters 
scramble. There were fifteen starters of the 
cheap selling-plater class, and from the bead of 
> the stretch home the first nine interfered with 
■ one another more or less. Little Land, the win- 
ner and also the favorite, was to blame for a 
greater part of the trouble, and for an instant it 
aeemed that he would be disqnelified, bnt when 
McIntyre explained that the gelding bore in and 
that he was doing the bast he could to keep him 
straight the judges excused the interference and 
let the race stand as the horses finished— Little 
Land, Title, Grey John. 

Nettie Regent won the three-quarters dash 
for two-year-olds in a high class way, Mitchell 
got the filly off last, ran all around his field and 
then won easing up.* Nettie Regent was an 
equal favorite with The Rush at 2 to 1. Tommy 
. Barns rode the latter and it was his lsst mount 
' here this year. He, J, W r . Schorr Jr., Charles 
Ellison and ex-jockey Mayberry left for San 
Francisco last night. 

The third was a disastrous race for the taleDt. 
Hermoso was backed from 2 to 1 down to 8 to 5, 
but after getting off flying and flattering his 
backers for abont three-sixteenths of a mile 
he bled and Bloss bad to pull him up. Sister 
Alice at 8 to 1 won the race by a nose after a 
* brush through the stretch with Little Jack 
Horner, 

That genial gentleman, H. Robinson, has a 
shifty horse in Jimp. The colt has won his 
last five races. He was ridden by Mitchell in 
yesterday’s closing nine fnrlong event, and 
after being almost thrown on the first tarn and 
also hampered at other points he eventually 
scored with the greatest of ease in 1:544, which 
was the best race of the day. Mr. Robinson 
always bets well on his horses, is always ont to 
win and consequently Jimp’s victory was a 
popular one. 

W. H. Roller, the well-known horseman, is ill 
at a down-town hotel. 

General Manager Miers of the Lakeeide 
Jockey Clnb has arranged for five special 



trains for nse daring the racing season at the 
Indiana track. The trains on the Pitteburg & 
Ft. Wayne road will leave Chicago at 12:30, 
12:50 and 1:10 p. m. The Illinois Central will 
have two trains to the track.

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

The official announcement that Newport is to 
have an old-fashioned open betting ring at its 
coming meeting was a fruitful topic of conver- 
sation among horsemen, bookmakers and race- 
goers generally at Latonia, and on all sides 
were heard expressions of the greatest satis- 
faction over the radical departnre that Man- 
ager Fowler and his associates have deter- 
mined upon. The open ring at the meetiug, 
which begins next Monday, is a sure go, 
and, as was officially annonneed in this column 
Sunday, any and all bookmakers who may de- 
sire to cut in can do so at the uniform fee of 
$100 per day. The Newport people will bo fav- 
ored in their return to an open ring by existing 
conditions. With the close of the seaeon at 
Harlem Saturday there will be no other track 
in the west thi3 side of ’Frisco with an open 
ring. At Lakeside, where racing in the vicinity 
of Chicago is to be continued, syndicate betting 
will be in vogue. 

After this week Newport will be the only 
track in the Middle West at which inde- 
pendent bookmakers can hang up their. slates. 
Manager Fowler has had direct assurance from 
a number of bookmakers now at Chicago that 
they will come to Newport and hang up their 
slates.

on. Yesterday Marcus Cartwright wired Mr. 
Fowler an offer for the combination book 
privilege and the offer was accepted. In all 
probability Billy Coleman, of Nashville, who 
secured the combination book privilege at the 
Toronto meeting, will have charge of it for 
Cartwright. 

In the ring Mr. Cartwright will have two 
books. He will be on the block of one and Mr. 
Pescb, who has been booking for him all sea- 
son, will be on the other. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer.
